British Commons 
Asked to Approve 
Naval Agreement 
LONDON. July 14—OP)—A. V. 


Alexander, first lord of the admir- 
alty, today presented a bill giving 
effect to the London naval treaty so 
far as Great Britain is concerned 
[or approval, of the house of com- 


The bill was fdhnally read for the 
first-time and there was no discus- 


The measure is to enable effect to 
be given to "a treaty signed at Lon- 
don on behalf of his majesty and 
certain other powers and to be re- 
peal of Section 4 of the treaties of 
Washington, act of 1922." 


The treaty gives the United States 
an "improved status" among the 
navies of the world, promotes na- 
tional security and allays taterna- 
tional rivalry, it was asserted by 
Senator Joe T. Bobinson, democrat 
of Arkansas, in the firs formal de- 
fense of the treaty by any delegate 
to the conference.

Robinson pleaded with his col- 
leagues to ratify the treaty, declar- 
ing its defeat would provoke an 
"era of insecurity, dread and fear, 
making probable the initiation of 
naval programs in excess of any- 
thing ever conceived since the be-

After firing, Keaton threw "his 
pistol at Flint, raised his hands and 
surrendered.

Flint came into prominence as a 
principal figure in the Julian Pe-

months this summer ID the United 
States. He is lecturing at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska this week. 


Eighteen months ago, a Univer- 
sty of Pennsylvana professor pro- 
jected a plan for a group of schools 
to make a comparatve study of Eng- 
lish 
and 
American educational 
methods. To make a closer kinship 
between the institutions and to 
make -the study more personal, in- 
dividual co-operation through ex- 
change visits of different Instruct- 
ors was arranged. 


To Study Omaha Central. 


Mr Bailey, honorary secretary of 
the group of fifty English schools 
co-operating with the American 
schools, Is the first to come under 
this plan. Efforts have been made 
to study the high school most simi- 
lar to the instructor's own, and Mr. 
Bailey is to make his study in 
Omaha Central high school. 
The research is to be complete, 
including 
curricula, 
book 
lists, 


methods of instruction, and extra- 
curricular activities. 
If the plan 


progresses according to the ambi- 
;ions of the organzer, teachers and 
will be exchanged for a year 


Between the schools, but that is a 
lope of the future. 
"We not only hope to have a more 
complete knowledge of the educa- 
tional aims and ideals of each 
country by this "plan," Mr. Bailey 
said, "but also hope that it is a 
move toward international peace 
and understanding. 
"We are meeting with hearty co- 
operation here, and I think all* of 
us will find useful knowledge in the 
study."

If Evenly Oistributed, 


State Could Hold 


From Markets. 


Nebraska 
farms 
have 
storage 


capacity sufficient to hold prac- 
tically all the small grain crops 
produced each year. The total farm 
storage capacity is 143,329,000 bush- 
els, according to statistics gathered 
by county .assessors and compiled 
by the state and federal crop statis- 
tics bureau. In addition there is a 
crib capacity of 97,594,000 bushels 
for the storage of corn on farms. 
If these small grain storage facil- 
ities were distributed over the state 
on an equal basis with production, 
Nebraska farmers could withhold 
their entire crop from the market 
•until prices were favorable. The 
bulk of the storage space, however, 
Is in the eastern half of the state., 
while in the extreme western sec- 
tions where wheat Is raised on a 
large scale, the farm storage facili- 
ties do not nearly meet the pro- 
duction. 
In addition, however, the report 
shows, there are 1,312 mills and 
elevators having a combined stor- 
age capacity of 39,848,000 bushels, 
the 1,189 elevators have a capacity 
for 
34,907,000 bushels. Of these 
about eighteen can provide storage 
for 
10,322,000 bushels, and 
are 
classed as termf ml elevators. They

OF LIVESTOCK 


Total For County Is 


$154,625 Less Than 


In 1929. 


Cattle, horses and mules in rural 
regions of Lancaster county show a 
valuation of $154,625 less than in 
1929, according to the 1930 records 
of the assessor. There was an in- 
crease in number of cattle, but a 
decrease in their assessed value. 
Horses and mules dropped off in 
number as well as in value. 


Valuation of all of the three kinds 


of livestock for 1930 totals more 
than two million dollars. Figures on 
swine* sheep and other stock have 
not yet been compiled. The number 
of cattle increased from 32,819 to 
33,564 while the valuation dropped 
from $1,539,325 to $1,418,205. 
Horses Also Lose Value. 
Horses showed a decline in valu- 
ation of nearly $25,000. Last year 
the county's 12,422 horses were val- 
ued at $597,670. This year, 12,192 
aorses were assessed at $573,345. 
Value of mules dropped from $178,- 
980 in 1929 to $169,800 this year. 
There were 2,511 mules this year, 
n less than a year ago. 
The recapitulation on livestock 
values includes only the rural re- 
gion. Some stock is grown .In Lin- 
joln, which would raise the county's 
XJtal. The comparisons are made on 
the basis of last year's rural assess- 
ments.

Antiques From Syria. 


(New York Times) 


A rare collection of antiquit'es, 


the fruit of two years of excava- 
tions in Syria, was placed on pub- 
Ici exhibition for the first tune at 
the Yale Gallery of Fine Arts as 
part of the commencement celebra- 
tion. The collection comes from j 
Syria, where the historical objects 
were found after being buried in 
sand for several thousand years 
Rare idols of worship are includ- 


ed among the collection. There is 
also a fine bas-rehef of Atargatis 
and Hadad—a copy of what is be- 
lieved to be the great cult statues 
at Baalbek; a Parthian altar with 
bas-reliefs; a head of a man sculp- 
tured in stone; and several inscrip- 
tions, pieces of pottery, corns and 
some specimens of unusual jewelry. 
The fnids were made during ex- 
cavations in the last two years at 
Doura-Europos, on the Euphrates 
river, a place famous in olden 
times before it was buned under a 
heavy blanket of sand With the 
permission of the Syrian govern- 
ment, excavators from Yale uni- 
versity have worked with a scien- 
tific group representing the French 
academy on the ancient fortress, 
and with outstanding success. 
The famous Temple of Artemis 
has now been partly uncovered. 
This famous institutoin had been 
located previously by Professor F. 
Cumont of the French academy 
and beside it a Temple of Atar- 
gatis and Hadad was also discov- 
ered Atargatis was- suns as the

NOT SO' LAZY! 


This time it is not a question whether former Gov- 


ernor Samuel R. McKelvie, of Nebraska, a member of 
the federal farm board, representing the wheat in- 
terests, has been quoted correctly. His own prepared 
manuscript, mailed out from his office in Washing- 
ton, came to the newspaper offices and did contain 
that statement which threatens to precipitate Mr 
McKelvie into the same steaming vat of hot water 
which Chairman Legge hopped into down in Kan- 
sas. For Mr. McKelvie did say that as a boy his 
father, an admired and successful Nebraska farmer, 
had told him agriculture regarded the wheat farm- 
er as lazy. 


Mr. McKelvie spent his boyhood upon a farm In 


Clay county and he knows or should know some- 
thing about the grind and toil of farming in Nebras- 
ka, even where a portion of the 160 or 320 acre farm 
is planted to wheat. Starting in' 1854, the first year 
that grain was raised in the state, a harvest which J. 
Sterling Morton so beautifully 
and 
feelingly 
de- 


scribes in his pioneer history, there has scarcely 
been a year that Nebraska agriculture could be ac- 
cused justly of falling back ugon grain raising for its 
livelihood. The nearest approach was during the 
last two years of the World war and the two years 
immediately following, when grain prices were so 
high and so profitable that farmers in many instances 
thought they could abandon the tedious routine of 
milking cows, of raising chickens and hogs and feed- 
ing livestock. 


But. for the most part Nebraska agriculture has 


shown an adaptability and a genius for diversification 
which is both inspiring and reassuring. It is inspir- 
ing because it reveals how sturdy and how resource- 
ful the state's citizenship really is. It is reassuring 
because it has demonstrated that no matter how 
serious the emergency and how black the future, the 
farmer here has stiown a capacity, a courage and a 
genius to fight his way out. No people were ever 
faced with a greater challenge than Nebraska farm- 
ers when the bottom dropped out of grain prices in 
1921. 
Corn sold in Lancaster county for 27 cents a 


bushel where a year before it had brought $1.50. 
Wheat and oats declined proportionately. But pork 
was high priced, and thousands of farmers marketed 
their cheap corn in the form of high-priced pork, al- 
though it meant feeding pigs, a thing they said they 
were through with. They did it cheerfully and gladly 
although it meant long hours through the cold win- 
ter months for them. They went back to milking cows 
and selling butter, to raising chickens, and feeding 
cattle. 


Wheat raising is only a sideline with the Nebras- 


ka fanner today. He may plant forty or sixty acres 
of the grain but he has his work laid out for every 
day in the year and there ,are few holidays. He is up 
at the break of dawff and he is still busy when the 
sun sinks beyond the western horizon. He is utiliz- 
ing every hour to make his farm successful and he is 
not overlooking a single opportunity to add to the 
revenues which it may yield. 
' 


Ten years ago Nebraska production listed by the 


federal Department of Agriculture in its statistical 
bureau was restricted to eight items, of which com, 
wheat and oats, swine and beef production com- 
prised the overwhelming bulk. Today Nebraska raises 
twenty-six crops of sufficient importance to be re- 
ported by the same agency, to say nothing of the 
millions of dollars coming from the livestock feeding 
industry, poultrying, dairying, and fruit raising. Sam 
McKelvie has been here on the' ground and all of 
these changes in the diversification of fanning have 
taken place in front of his eyes. If he had sensed 
their significance he might have spared himself and 
might have escaped appearing ridiculous before his 
neighbors and friends. The lazy farmer today is a 
myth, if he ever existed. There is still room for im- 
provement in his methods but no just complaint for 
the hours which he puts in. Sam owes the farmers 
of Nebraska an apology if his remark was applied to 
them. If they are lazy then those of us who in re- 
cent years have never known what it was to stack 
hay under a burning sun, perspire in the blinding dust 
of a combine, cultivate com in a temperature of 103, 
milk cows after working fourteen hours in the fields, 
or on an icy cold morning, are hopeless.

There ar« some states which annually collect large 


amounts of money from their people as state school 
taxes and then distribute it back among the various 
counties, cities. an4 districts. IE this process, a cer- 
tain percentage goes to pay salaries and expenses of 
the administrative organization handling the funds 
Also, when the state once undertakes the burden of 
financing schools, the local units are Inclined to shirk 
their part of the cost and "let George do it." The 
pressure upon the state treasury tends constantly to 
increase, under this system, as every locality is anx- 
ious to get its full share, or more than its proper 
share, from the state. Yet few of the states operat- 
ing on this basis'are up to Nebraska's standard. It 
would seem that there is little reason for this state 
to discard its own method of conducting and support- 
ing educational work and adopt another which has 
proven more expensive but less efficacious.

A NATURAL DEATH. 


Twenty-two years ago the state of New Jersey said 


Archibald Herron had to give .his own life for the 
one which he had taken. 
He was fifty-nine years 


of age when he was convicted of murdering Rev. 
Samuel D. B. Pricket. He is now seventy-one ami 
during that quarter of a century he has on numerous 
occasions been compelled to muster what courage and 
resignation he had at his command to meet an execu- 
tion which never took place. Now he knows his final 
summons will result from natural causes. 


If it was horror which they were seeking to attain 


in Herron's case as a punishment for his crime, cer- 
tainly it has been, successful. Only those 
whose 


duties call them to the prison atmosphere know the 
houghts and suffering of men whom society has said 
must pay the death penalty. It is not the fear of 
death. Few murderers actually prove to be physical 
cowards when the time comes for them to pay. But 
it is the uncertainty of their fate. It is, perhaps, 
human for them to hope until the last minute. They 
ive hi the belief that some thing will intervene to 
save them from the gallows or the 
electric chair. 


They have heard of such a thing and they are cer- 
tain it will happen to them. But the constant agony 
of suspense, the long wait, the slow, deliberate grind 
of the wheels of justice—it is much harder to bear 
;han the certafa knowledge of what fate has in store. 


Herron must have gone through 'a score of such 


nightmares. For years he lived from week to week 
and month to month, momentarily expecting 
the 


supreme court to tell him what would be the answer. 
More than once his death had been set and last 
minute reprieves spared him. That a man could 
endure twenty-two years of it is unbelievable. But 
now Herron has been told his fate. He is to be held 
in confinement until his natural death. And he has 
had two visitors in the last twelve years.

There is no more fertile field for speculation than 
; to the outcome of the varied national economic 
ieories in vogue at the present time. Economic poli- 
es of nations show as many differences as other 
hases of their customs. 
Especially today is it true that the economic sit- 
ation furnishes an amazing panorama of widely dif-- 
erent views on how to get along" in the world. The 
nited States has adopted through its excessive tar- 
f what is no less than a policy of exploitation. In 
ontrast, some of the Asiatic countries are still mov- 
ing idly in the slow and unconcerned program of in- 
dividual production and effortless distribution. Soviet 
Russia is experimenting on a mammoth scale With 
communism and attempting to make it entirely ef- 
fective by ruthless tactics against those opposed to 
the government's program. England is wavering bad- 
ly between a complete policy of free trade, a free 
trade within the empire, protection without, policy 
and a general protection program. France is seeking 
a federation of European, nations, partly as a me- 
dium for peace, more largely as the basis for a sound- 
er European economic structure.

What is the difference between 


an atheist and an agry>stic? 


ANSWER. 


An atheist frankly avows his be- 


lief -that no divine being exists or 
can exist, while an agnostic is con- 
tent to say that he does not know 
whether such a being exists or not. 
Both words begin with the Greek 
alpha privative, denoting the nega- 
tive. Theist is derived from 
the 


Greek word for "god," while gnos- 
tic originates from the Greek word 
for 
"knowing." 
Hence "a-thelsf 


signifies "no god," and "a-gnostic" 
no knowledge. 


The latter term was coined by the 
late Professor Thomas Huxley, and 
primarily implies that there is no 
ascertainable knowledge of God. 
Probably agnosticism is more com- 
mon today than atheism. More- 
over, a degree of reverent agnos- 
ticism is permissible. Who can ex- 
plore the heights and 
depths of 
mystery encompassed in the Su- 
preme Mind of the universe? The 
Bible itself is restrained on this is- 
sue. 


But we know enough of God for 
the practical purposes of living and 
for the exercise of a rational faith 
and worship. On the whole, it can 
be said that atheism springs from 
intellectual dogmatism, and agnos- 
ticism from intellectual 'hesitation.

Sir Michael Sadler says that we

ANSWER. 


Not necessarily. In all distribu- 
tions of power some individual has 
to stand as the representative of 
each movement: In Russia, Lenine; 
in Italy, Mussolini; in Great Brit- 
ain, George the Fifth.; in the Unit- 
ed; States, President Hoover. When 
power of any kind is leaderless it 
loses efficiency. I did not hear the 
address to .which you refer. But 
as a university man and a scholar 
Sir Michael doubtless emphasized 
the priorities of knowledge. If so, 
he was entirely right. For knowl- 
edge is power, and what is more it 
moves on a high plane. 


The democratic ideal of education 
has regard for the average man. It 
insists that he shall not be de- 
prived of the intellectual means to 
achieve what he can become or ac- 
complish. This ideal is important 
because it advocates the general in- 
telligence 
which in turn is the 
basis of superior intelligence. Dem- 
agogues, charlatans and 
quacks 
flourish on popular Ignorance and 
perish where the schoolmaster • or 
mistress has done his or her work 
well. 


If then we are to have competent 
government for 
our 
increasingly 


complex affairs it must be exer- 
cised by those 
who are 
fully 


Sir Michael Adler stresses. Think 
of the realms of science, ale, poli- 
tics, medicine and theology. Con- 
sider the gulf which divides the 
mass of our people from the bene- 
fits of the best those realms have 
produced. 


It is a common fallacy to suopose 
that popular sovereignty is entirely 
self-sufficient. 
On the contrary, 


take out of 
the 
history of our 


self government half a dozen out- 
standing individuals and it would 
have to be rewritten. The recon- 
ciliation between general knowledge 
and extra-ordinary culture is found 
in the fact that only the Renais- 
sance could have fed the genius of 
Shakespeare 
and

could have given Lincoln's mighty 
spirit the scope it required.

VATICAN CITY, July I4-{^ 


The solemn warning to "beware of 
the spread of bolshevism" was ut- 
tered by the pope today during an 
audience which he gave to Mon- 
signor John Augustine Ryan, rect- 
or of the Catholic university of 
America at Washington, D. C 


Expressing his pleasure at. reports 
of Hie university's success, the pon- 
tiff imparted the papal blessing up- 
on the faculty, students and bene- 
factors of the institution 


"The people of the United States 
do not realize how far bolshevism 
has spread," the pope asserted for- 
. The pope added that when he was 
in London some years ago before 
becoming pontiff he was startled by 
the hold that bolshevism already 
had obtained there. 


His holiness warned America to 
"beware lest anything simiiar hap- 
pen in your own country. 
Monsignor Ryan said the pontiff 
showed considerable knowldege of 
conditions in the United 
States, 


beine fully acquainted Wth business 
developments of the last year. 
Replying to a question put to him 


by the pontiff, th« Washington 
clergyman said there were at least 
two million unemployed. persons in 
the United States. The pope count- 
ered.

to break a quorum at any time by 
absenting themselves. 
The week was expected to see a 


vigorous contest over the reserva- 
tion introduced by Senator Norris 
as an aftermath of President Hoov- 
er's refusal to give the senate sen- 
ate certain confidential documents 
on the negotiation of the pact which 
it had requested of him. 


The Norris proposal would have 


the senate ratify the treaty with 
the understanding it is not modi- 
fied in any way by any secret docu- 
ments nor by any agreement among 
its authors not included in the pact 
itself. 


Administration 
senators are op- 


posed to the reservation. 
Its ap- 


proval, they say, would be a direct 
slap at President Hoover as he.has 
given the senate repeated assurance 
no secret commitments were made 
in drafting the treaty.

benefit to the farmers." 


Farm 'Act An Experiment. 


He said the farm marketing act 
was still in the nature of_an ex- 
periment, butadded there was noth- 
ing to cause hope that it "will prove 
beneficial to the degree which its 
champions contemplated." 
The minority leader noted the 
marketing act had met opposition 
from private agencies "fearing the 
competition Irom co-operatives and 
stabilization corporations," and said 
this "obstruction" had gravely ham- 
pered the board. 
The flexible provision of the tariff 
law, Robinson said, "is a delusion 
and a snare." 


•'Le"ss than forty rates have been 
increased or diminished by the pres- 
ident through power conferred upon 
him by the flexible provision," he 
said.

He says that nobody likes him 
and that he never has any fun. 
Jack has been subjected on all 
hands to a variegated course of 
bribery, punishment,"and ostracism. 


He is considered 
by everyone, 
children and adults, at home and 
abroad, as an affliction and a nui- 
sance which, since it can't be cured, 
must be endured. 
Certainly there is no hope for him 
as long as the general attitude to- 
wards him* remains what it is. 
The child who is in bad with 


everyone is likely to deserve his 
evil reputation until someone makes 
an effort to like him and to bring 
out -the good in him by finding so- 
cially approved outlets for his un- 
fortunately disposed energies. 
Children such as Jack nee3 con- 
sistent, unemotional but essentially 
friendly handling at home and su- 
pervised play when they are not in 
school. The mother of such a child 
can frequently gain a ifew lease on 
her patience by giving him a mem- 
bership in some local boy's club. 
The outdoor activities, the skilled
